ready the teacher will ap- 

pear." When a lesson is learned, the 
student has the opportunity to share, 
thus becoming the teacher. In ail of 
our conversations, and actions, we 
share that which we know. Remem- 
ber, the best way to teach is by exam- 
ple. We are not known by what we say, 
rather by what we do. We usually 
think of a teacher as a wise individ- 
ual, yet tne teacher can be a situation, 
a child, а person or nature. It can be 
wonderful or not so happy, whatever 
is needed for our growth. 

We are simply beings, energy forms, 
LIFE. Each has a different job to do, 
each being a part of the puzzle — a 
necessary piece to the whole picture. 
Sometimes in our puzzle there are 
dark spaces but this gives dimension 
to the picture. In these dark areas or 
upsetting times, try to analyze a 
potentially upsetting experience with 
the thought of teacher/student, 
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because the universe makes us one or 
the other. Also there are times we can 
learn from anothers problems, so we 
do not have to experience that lesson 
ourselves. 

Nature is a teacher, the earth a 
schoolroom. We can use it to see the 
comparisons, experience the beauty, 
take time to contemplate and regroup 
from the hectic pace of our lives. 
Nature works with us giving us our 
needs and we can learn by practicing 
ecology, not being wasteful or litter- 
ing, by returning to the earth nutri- 
tion and by blessing the earth and ail 
its inhabitants. 

There is nothing new, only a rea- 
wakening of that which our inner 
being already knows, so when we 
open ourselves to the light, the under- 
standing flows to us. I remember a 
friend praying for patience. All kinds

` во we may act to restore balance. 
Remember there is growth at both 
ends of the spectrum, whether the 
teacher or the student, in high love 
moments or low or down moments. 


Look for the message. 

Experience life! Don't be afraid of 
failure, or discord; dont forget your 
freedoms; don't judge yourself or an- 
other — rather lock for what you can 
learn from everything. Flowing with a 
situation teaches — resisting creates 
blocks, separation and depletion of

energies. There is no pass or fail in life 
— no grades or judgements. There is 
no such thing as a mistake, rather 
classify it as alesson learned, a growth 
process discovered.

I feel every member would 
want one to keep up with the current 
news about Spiritualism, the interest- 
ing and inspirational articles, it's cur- 
rent book list, church directory, and 
much more. 

i suggested that our church sell it a 
couple of years ago but no action was 
taken, so when I became pastor, I 
thought to at least try ten copies 
which 1 paid for out of my own 
money. They promptly sold, so I in- 
creased it to fifteen copies. They 
always sell out before the next 
Issue arrives. 

My method of getting our congre- 
gation acquainted with The National 
Spiritualist is as follows: On our class 
night I put them on the table near the 
entrance with a dollar sign and a 
basket to leave the money in. At the 
Sunday service I follow the same 
procedure, plus at announcement 
time, I mention that the new issue 
is available.

I remember the time when 1, and 
members of our church, served one of 
our sister churches. The medium 
working was Gene Pfortmiller and he 
addressed a gentleman and asked,

The man immediately answered, 
"NO!" I guess that we were all a bit 
surprised, but Gene handled it in a 
marvelous fashion. Gene calmiy rep- 
lied, "Thank уои, " and went right on 
to the next person.

Look at the lesson we all learned 
here. I know that if this type of situa- 
tion ever faces one of the other medi- 
ums, they will have learned much 
from Gene's simple response and are 
now better equipped to handle such a 
thing. 

Arethere other opportunities? How 
do we recognize them?

I had the privilege of serving the 
Spiritualist Chapel of the.

When we 
reached the message portion of the 
service there was only Rev. Pat Smith 
and myself to serve as message 
bearers. | 
. At that time Rev. Pat Smith, while 
studying to do so, had not yet ac- 
quired her mediumship certificate. 
She was however, an ordained minis- 
ter, a National Spiritualist Teacher 
and a Commissioned Healer of the 
N.S.A.C. 

Quite impressive credentials! 


e then taught me a lesson, and in 
the process gained a great deal of 
respect from me. She introduced me 
as a certified medium and herself asa 
"student" medium. There was no ego, 
no attempt to impress anybody. Even 
with the very impressive credentials 
She had, she STILL considered herself 
а student! No wonder she has now 
been elected as a Trustee on our 
National Board. 

It seems that for some reason in 
many of our churches, we attract 


people that don't want to bother to . 


spend the time as a student. I have 
seen many cases where people will 
begin attending classes at church, 
and very quickly feel that they should 
then be allowed to teach the class! 
They may feel that their past exper- 
ience, or their (in their own eyes) 
rapid development, qualified them to 
do so. 


sever mind that the current in- 
structor may have spent several years 
and completed all of the prescribed 
courses of the N.S.A.C. Never mind 
that others have also spent years in 
development and unfoldment classes. 
Never mind that these same people 
have not yet developed even a basic 
understanding of our philosophy. 

All of this has no bearing in their 
minds. They feel that they should not 
and cannot ‘waste their time’ being 


students. They feel that they are ready 
to assume whatever responsibilities 
there are. Of course we have all sadly, 
seen this type of behavior carried 
much further than in the class. 


| bout three years ago I had a lady 
tell me that if I didn’t make certain 
changes (such as were implemented 
in her former church), in the way 
things were done in our church, we 
would start losing some of our 
members. I should mention that this 
very same lady, in a subtle manner, 
did not accept or go along with the 
teachings of the N.S.A.C.! 

I asked her why she had started 
coming to our church? She replied 
that she liked the feeling of fellow- 
ship and the sincerity demonstrated 
by everyone.

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SEPTEMBER 4, 1824 & APRIL 26, 1820 
The birth dates of Phoebe and Alice Cary who wrote 
beautiful hymns and poems.

SEPTEMBER 5,1860 Wilburforce Juvenal Col- 
ville was born at sea. As a child he was aware of his spirit 
mother.

This was the beginning of a wonderful 
platform worker, that gave inspired lectures, poetry and 
prayers. He toured England, America, Australia, Canada, 
Mexico and Europe. He was an inspirational writer and 
wrote a number of books and many articles. He 
spent most of his life in public service and Spiritual work. 


SEPTEMBER 12,1955 The Fox cottage burned 
to the ground in Lily Dale, N.Y. A marker now commemo- 
rates the Fox family and the cottage. 


SEPTEMBER 13, 1838 А.В. 
5 ГА. FRENCH was born. His parents were 

two among the first Spiritualists in Ohio, with 
" his mother and sister as well as himself 


unfolding mediumship and trance. He 
started to lecture in the trance state 
before his twentieth birthday and not 
only on Spiritualism but Mohammed, 
Buddha, prehistoric man, etc. He was also 
an attorney and owned a nursery busi- 
ness. Át Lily Dale he was instrumental in éstablishing the 
library and donated over 50 volumes.

SEPTEMBER 24,1861 John Slater was born. Не 
was mediumistic as a child and became a loyal worker for 
the cause of Spiritualism. He was the first medium to 
introduce sealed questions. 


SEPTEMBER 27, 1893 The National Spiritual- 
ist Association was organized with the first delegates of 
Spiritualists of the U.S.A. convening at 77 Thirty-first St., 
Chicago, IL. 


SEPTEMBER 29, 1903 The Morris Pratt Insti- 
tute opened with Prof. A. J. Weaver as the first Principal 
and Moses Hull as the first President.

The maxim by which every teacher should live is, “7 
am my student's teacher, not his keeper.” 


As a teacher, the natural inclination is to behave like 
а parent (despite the fact that some students are old 
enough to bethe parent oftheteacher) and attempt to do 
everything for the student, or to do everything to protect 
the student from everything out there. By doing this we do 
no favor for the student. Life is the great teacher, and 
experience the great wisdom-bestower. 


The elements a teacher should use are strength, 
humor and kindness. 


Knowledge is strength. This knowledge may be ac- 
quired by book-learning, communication from an earth or 
spirit teacher, or observation of behavior (be it animal, 
vegetable or mineral.) Knowledge becomes wisdom only 
by application, trial and proof. Empirical evidence is the 
only true proof of spirit return.

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day, in our conversation, I shared with him my beliefs and 
experiences that prove existence and personal identity of 
the individual continue after the change called death. He 
said I gave him a lot to think about. - 


There were two mechanical problems that afternoon 
at the club. To the amazement of the employees and 
myself, I was able to give directions to repair them. The 
next day, І picked up the paper and there was Todd’s 


picture, with a story about his sudden death. He died the 
- day before our last conversation. 


Realizing I had seen him after his death, I was filled 
with appreciation of having the gift from God to commun- 
icate with spirit. Todd took advantage of this relaxed, 
joyfulstate to again impress me. He told me he had helped 
with those mechanical problems at the club through 
thought communications. He felt that Infinite Spirit had 
aliowed him to leave a little bit early as hehad done a good 
job on earth. He requested Т help the bereaved under- 
stand his death and that they would seek me out. 


In my path to God and higher understanding, I feel 
most blessed to share this faculty of the spiritual exper- 
iences. It is very gratifying to have it proven to me again, 
that life is indeed continuous and communication possi- 
ble to those that open themselves to receive.

| ur spirit world helpers tell us 
() that Spiritual Healing is now 
their priority of attention as a 
means of directly serving mankind 
upon earth. Its benefits are being 
spread and are increasing in number. 
While the spirit directed healings are 
conveying the healing benefits to a 
patient, with well focused and easily 
detected energies, they are also phys- 
ically proving the reality of the obvi- 
ously alive in-spirit human beings 
who are projecting them from the 
spirit world. Also that these human 
in-spirit beings have advanced them- 
selves in order to have become con- 
veyors of spiritual benefits through 
the healers living on earth. For 
patients who have had little or no 
knowledge of spirit life, this is a very 
important piece of personal evidence. 
They cannot discard the feelings 
experienced while receiving a pur- 
poseful spirit directed healing that 
was given to them under group cir- 
cumstances of great intensity. 

This life-in-spirit evidence, plus the 
greater spiritual healing effective- 
ness, are reasons for our adoption of 
the method of fulfilling our spiritual

healing work immediately in front of, 
or surrounded by, a congregation of 
interested people. While its members 
await their turns to sit on any of the 
four, upto seven “healing 8008 "and 
forthe message service which follows, 
they listen to soft hymn music being 
played from a tape, or by one of our 
organists. Meanwhile, all persons 
present take a quiet interest in what 
is going on in front ofthemselves. The 
unity of interest and focus of atten- 
tion builds a high degree of "power" 
in the central area, where the spirit- 
ual healers are working. Frequently, 
this becomes so obvious the sitters on 
the stools will become strongly con- 
vinced of two or more pairs of hands 
working on them, instead of the one 
earthly healer, under the direction of 
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their spirit helper. 


rą his heightened condition of the 
spiritual energies results from 
4. the caring interest and group 
unity present, on behalf of a benefi- 
cial purpose that is being expressed 
and served with dedication. Each 
healer and his or her spirit helper are 
therefore not “on their own” for the 
generation of energy supplies while 
treating their patients. Having a car- 
ing contribution gathered all around 
themselves, in support of their efforts 
to bring a maximum of benefit to 
their patients, the healers and their 
spirit helpers can give more of their 
attention toward detecting and apply- 
ing added treatment to the deeper 
needs of the sitters on their stools. 
The public service form of spiritual 
healing mentioned above requires the 
preparatory training of spiritual heal- 
ers in a development circle, to build 
their abilities to attune themselves 
with a spirit helper. Learning to keep 
their minds free of wandering 
thoughts is important. Filing their 
minds, hearts and souls with an 
unbiased love of people and all other 


forms of Ше is likewise essential for 
success in this work. Love is the active 
agent of God in healing, without which 
little progress can be made. When it is 
present in strength and in a state of 
unity, it can become the means of ac- 
complishing almost any worthwhile 
purpose that falls within the har- 
mony of God's Laws of Life. Spiritual 
Healing is certainly one of those 
purposes. 


j here are other very important 
‘forms of Spiritual Healing, 
which are the day-to-day abili- 
ties that people can develop, through 
caring about humanity as a whole, 
and unfortunate parts of it in 
particular. 

A mother who holds her child lov- 
ingly to herself and kisses his skinned 
knee gives spiritual healing. Her love 
and deep desire to help gives forth its 
strength to her young one. It also 
brings added assistance from unseen 
spirit helpers who likewise care about 
children. A spiritual healing fre- 
quency unifies all for a few moments. 
There will be a release from pain in 
the child. 

Sensitive and understanding indi- 
viduais who care about sad and 
depressed people who have difficult 
circumstances to contend with, are 
. also spiritual helpers. They give 
strength and upliftment, that is 
generated in their souls whenever 
they see a need for it. They turn the 
minds of the depressed ones away 
from dwelling on the “woes of the 
world,’ whether they be their own or 
those in the far-off places. Loving and 
caring thoughts and suggestions are 
substituted, which are inspired by 
unseen and often unknown spirit 
helpers. 


rayerisa very important means 
of bringing spiritual healing or 
other forms of spirit world help 
to people who have needs of almost 
any kind. As in other aspects of spir- 
itual healing, the prayer should be 
directed to God, even though it will be 
acted upon by those spirits whose 
knowledge and interests are compar-

able in purpose to their own. Prayers 
should not be selfish in their intent. 
Where help is requested for the self, 
the purpose should be clearly ex- 
pressed and be sincere, that the 
requested assistance is needed for 
the gaining of an increased ability to 
give service to other people in a 
named beneficial way. 

Absent Healing (sometimes called 
"Distant Healing") refers to a form 
of prayer healing, through which 
trained spiritualhealers, mostly work- 
ingthrough churches or other groups, 
perform a regular enlisting-of-spirit- 
help service on behalf of people who 
are ill or in other difficulties. The 
mediums or spiritual healers collect 
and read out under thought power, 
the names of persons in need and the 
type of help required. They are assist- 
ed by their own spirit helpers' 
energies and wisdom of appraisal,

taken. After the center for the absent 
healing work becomes established, 
many spirits who specialize in the 
work will also join together there at 
the appointed times ofthe services of 
prayer and petition. With their help 
and that of the mental sense of pur- 
pose of whomever reads the names 
out, the information is broadcast to 
the spirits whose specialty is in the 
healing of the spirit. The mental call 
goes tothose who can give help where 
it is needed. This sometimes includes 
earthly human beings, who have a 
needed gift or ability. 

The most important thing to always 
remember is the need to enlist the 
help of God (Spirit) at the beginning 
and ending of each form of spiritual 
healing (a prayer for help, and one of 
appreciation for having received ii). 
This applies to any spirit activity. 
Also, it is to be borne in mind that in 


asking for God's help, the prayer is 
intercepted by worthy and qualified 
spirits who serve His purposes. Inex- 
perienced intruders have no right to 
intrude or interfere, as they are some- 
times inclined to do when we fail to be 
specific. | 


very strongly to be emphasized 
aspect of spiritual healing 
» work is the fact that it con- 
cerns itself deeply with doing good for 
others, instead of thinking excessively 
about the self. When working with 
suchacaring purpose lodged strongly 
within the consciousness, and a firm 
belief in finding God's goodness ex- 
pressed through spirit workers who 
fulfill the earthly healing prayers and 
petitions, it is far less likely that low or 
interfering spirits could draw near to 
the praying or petitioning person who 
seeks to bring benefit to someone 
with a need. The vibrations of spirit- 
ual goodness and love would be too 
strong. On the other hand, if the 
prayers would involve a desire for 
material gain or personal recognition 
for the self, an unreliable note could 
however be struck in the spirit con- 
nection. Self-centered interests 
attract less than spiritual spirits. 
The contact form of Spiritual Heal- 
ing, as already mentioned, must have 
all of the universal caring character- 
istics of spiritual love strongly repre- 
sented in its healing personnel, plus 
an added spirit-sensitized ability, 
gained through the study and prac- 
tice of proven methods of generating 
aclose attunement with spirit helpers. 
Extensive exercising of the “Аб” asit 


is being opened in a development 
group, under controlled conditions 
that are supervised, can bring about 
astonishing beneficial results as time 
passes. 


"hen learning and developing 
this spirit guided type of 
/ spiritual healing, methods of 
Spi control must become estab- 
lished. A well qualified teacher should 
always be present to enforce them 
during the development period.
